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GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

After trying in vain to induce the Newport 
racing ofiiciais to surrender a portion of their 
claimed dates for the benefit of the Lexington 
track, J. Hull Davidson^ in behalf of the Ken- 
tucky Association, has announced that Lexing- 
ton will “parallel” Newport, racing to begin 
there the same day it opens at Newport and 
continue just as long as it does at the latter 
place but only on alternate days. In addition 
he suggests that the Kentucky legislature will 
probably be asked to pass a bill limit- 
ing the length of race meetings. The 
controversy is unfortunate and should be 
avoided but if the outcome should be such a 
law it would be beneficial in results. Mr. 
Davidson is somewhat to blame for not attend- 
ing the meeting that apportioned dates, or at 
least having some one there to represent Lex- 
ington, in which case he would have secured 
satisfactory dates. 

Tod Sloan is full of verbal wisdom about the 
American horses in England. Tod usually 
issues all the wisdom within him in gusts. 
He declares that the Lorillard-Beresford com- 
bination expects to have an early lot ripe for 
the Newmarket Craven meeting in .\pril. Those 
entered include Pascola, Chinook and Illogic^ 
For the spring meeting at Newmarket the stable 
is preparing Astral, Berzak, Meta II and Ramee, 
and for later meetings at the metropolis of the 
British turf and elsewhere the stable has en- 
tered, in addition to the horses already named. 
Violence, Dominie II, Solano, Carhian, Sar- 
donic, the chestnut colt by Sensation— Equality, 
the chestnut colt by Locohatchie— Coryphee, 
Sibo*a, Boomer, Myakka, Bloozen, Doric II, 
Jolly Tar, the chestnut colt by Sensation— Sal- 
utation, the chestnut colt by Pontiac— Joy, 
Sandia, Bayard II, Maori Queen II, Belisama, 
Nunsuch, Diakka, the chestnut colt by Sensa- 
tion— Magnetizer, the bay colt by Pontiac— 
Ynonda, and others. 

As regards the Keene string, Sloan says Voter 
is wintering very well and should come to hand 
early. Voter was not so seriously sick as was 
reported after his arrival in England last fall, 
and Trainer Pincus expects to have him ready 
for the Lincolnshire Handicap, the first impor- 
tant event on the English calendar. Voter is 
also entered for the Metropolitan Handicap at 
Alexandra Park, and as it was in a similarly 
named event that the colt made his big reputa- 
tion at Morris Park last spring, there is a chance 
for history to repeat itself. St. Cloud II is 
rounding into one of the biggest and most prom- 
ising four-year-olds abroad, while the stable 
also counts on Uriel and Black Cock as well as 
the lot of recruits expected to arrive from this 
side next month. 

Sloan further says the knowing ones around 
the training quarters make favorable mention 
of Richard Croker’s young candidates, Rosina 
W., Sweet Chimes, and Knickerbocker, and that 
considerable curiosity was aroused by the re- 
entry of Dobbins after two season’s retirement. 
Whether the latter will stand a “prep” is a 
matter of pure conjecture, but should he accept 
for the Gold Cup at Ascot and the City and Sub- 
urban at Epsom he is likely to have a following. 
Rosina W. and Sweet Chimes are entered for 
the Coventry Stakes over the T. Y. C. at Ascot, 
and Knickerbocker for the Champagne Stakes 
at the Bibury Club meeting. J. S. Curtis’ 
horses in England are Archduke II., Indian 
Chief II., and Pearl Rover. They are entered at 
Ascot and Kempton Park.

AT THE STARTER’S POST. * 

Jockey “Tod” Sloan has been a very exten- 
sively interviewed personage since his arrival 
from England last week. Columns have been 
published in the New York newspapers giving 
his impressions and opinions wise or otherwise. 
No doubt he has been made responsible for 
much that he did not say. However, Sloan was 
impressively successful in England, and being 
an intelligent man has been amply qualified to 
present some really interesting and instructive 
descriptions of features of the English turf. 
One point he made in connection with English 
racing was this : 

“While right on this line, I want to say a 
word as to the general high class of the racing 
ofiiciais in England. Everything is on a thor- 
oughly square and fair basis, and there is no 
question of decisions in any event. The starter 
is a gentleman, and that means a good deal 
more over there, so far as the general interest is 
concerned, than in America. There is no argu- 
ment or squabble with the jockeys at the post, 
as seen here. Every horse has his position, and 
he must start from there. There is no cutting 
across and far fewer fouls than we have in 
America. 

“I suppose the discipline in England is more 
strict, but everything works so smoothly that 
it does not appear to bo so at all. The matter 
of starting is conducted so easily and harmon- 
iously that it is a revelation to an American 
racing man. The starter has absolute control 
of the jockeys, and, to give an example, there 
was not a jockey fined or suspended in all the 
time I w’as riding there. I did not even hear a 
jockey’s name mentioned by the starter, and 
when one’s name is called it usually means a 
fine there. The horses are not at the post over 
five minutes as a usual thing, and there is no 
‘monkey business’ at all.” 

It is regrettable that the same commentary 
cannot be made on the starting department of 
racing in this country, but a starter who does 
not fine and suspend jockeys, scold and shout 
at jockeys, and now and then swear at and apply 
foul epithets to jockeys, nay, even lash an oc- 
casional offending boy, is in truth a rare bird 
in our land. It is true that the more extreme 
actions enumerated are generally reserved for 
the back stretch and other starting points re- 



mote from the immediate vicinity of the great 
mass of spectators. But no one who is inti- 
mately familiar with the details of our system 
of racing can fail to be painfully aware of the 
really scandalous lack of dignity and ordinary 
courtesy that characterizes the conduct of 
nearly all our starters when discharging their 
functions at the starting post. To this is 
due the other well-known fact that the 
majority of our jbekeys are unruly, ' dis- 
respectful and, as a rule, seek to obtain 
unfair advantages, while at the post. 
Altogether the situation here is one as widely 
variant from that depicted by Sloan as can well 
be imagined. 

It is not a situation beyond cure, however. 
Some day we will have rule makers who will 
provide the remedy. For one thing owners who 
instruct their jockeys to “get off in front,” re- 
gardless of the starter’s authority, will be heav- 
ily fined or suspended regardless of their degree 
of importance or wealth. For another, jockeys, 
who are disobedient and ill-behaved, will be 
punished with absolute certainty, whether 
stable boys or high salaried celebrities. And 
for still another, starters, who do not conduct 
themselves with dignity in the discharge of 
their duties, will be provided with successors 
who will.

His win of two Oakland 
purses with the small Luke Blackburn — Tommie 
Bell filly, Buena Ventura, which he bought at 
the Bello Meade sale last year for $275, is said 
to be due to her training under Ezell’s owm bar- 
rier on his miniature track near Ingleside.

American horse Voter is a great tip for the Lin- 
colnshire Handicap, and it is believed at New- 
market that he is a very smart animal over a 
mile. Voter has also been entered for the Kemp- 
ton Park Jubilee Handicap.” 

Jockey A. Thompson, who once rode for H. 
Eugene Leigh and who had his leg cut off by a 
street sprinkling cart in Sheflield, Ind., some 
time since, has entirely recovered. He now has 
a cork leg and expects to ride again this season 
as well as ho ever could. 

A local man, M. B. Boyle, is said to contem- 
plate establishing at the Harlem track when 
the racing season opens an apparatus forgiving 
horses various kinds of baths, such as Turkish, 
Russian and vapor. 

John C. Carr, one of Guttenburg’s “Big Four” 
is the latest aspirant for the position of starter 
on the Metropolitan tracks.
